District give Blanchard, Rep., 474 
plurality. Two countiesin this dis- 
trict, from which practically no re-

In the Second Congress District com- 


plete returns have been received from 


all but three counties—Mariposa, Mer- 
cedand Nevada. Fifty-three precincis.

The Forger’s Former Law 
Partner on the Stand. 


TESTIMONY OF JUDGE SHAW 


He Swears That the Wright Signa- 
ture Was Written by Damron— 
Expert Evidengs— Gen- 
eral .Court News. 


Thetesimony adduced yesterday in the 
ease against James M. Damron was cer- 
tatuly of the most convinciag character. 
‘The defendant is gradually being ‘‘nailed 
to the wall,” so to speak, despite the efforis 
made by his attorneys to have the impor- 
tant and damaging testimony excluded. 

The testimony of Superior Judge Lucien 
Shaw demonstrates beyond the possibility of 
a doubt that Damron wrote the forged 
naines to the several notes. | 

But in addition the people haveto sus- 
tain their casethe testiinony of experts, 
which was given yesterday. Mr. Hough, 


who is adinitied to be the best expert in the. 


Hine of penmanship on the Pacific Coast, 
swore positively that the party who wrote 
the affidavits in certain cases that were 
in the Superior Court, admitted to 

in the handwriting vf Dutmron,, also 
wrote the alleged forged signatures. 

After court adjourned there was consid- 
érable talk upon the streets about the case, 
From certain sources the usual piea of sym- 
pathy came, “Give the man a chance,’’ was 
the cry that went up from certain quarters. 
Neverthaiess the jury hastoconfront the 
testimony adduced, which is clear, and of 
the most Convincing character. 

THE TESTIMONY. 

Owing to the fact that Juror Beck, who 
had gone home to Pomona on Friday even- 
ing aud was delayed by a wreck, failed to 
arrive on time, it wis 11:30 a. m. before the 
examination of witnesses commenced. 

Superior Judge Lucien Shaw was first 


 eniled. He testified that he was formerly a 


law partner of the defendant, Damron, and 
was Weli acquainted with his handwriting. 
A certain aflidavit was shown the judge 
und he said that it was in the handwriting 
of Damron. ‘The forged notefor $110 was 
then shown the wituess.- In response to a 
question, he swore positively that in his 
opinion the signature E. T. Wright was 
Writteél by James Damron; — 

‘The cross examination of Judge Shaw 
tailed to break the weight of his direct tes- 
timony. A number of documents were 
shown the witness which had been written 
upon by the defendant, for the purpose of 
comparing lettars as to their similarity and 
dissimilarity. The effect of the cross-exam- 
ination was that thetestimony of Judge 
Shaw was in no way shaken. He was 


' asked as to his relations with Damron at 


le yea and replied that for a year past he 
ad not been very friendly with him; still 
he felt no prejudice against him. 

Edgar Moore, an expert on handwriting, 
identified a certain document which he 
swore Damron had admitted wasin his hand- 
writing. lt was introduced in evidence for 
the purpose of comparison. 


Afternoon Session. 


At the afternoon session the $150 note 


made by Damron and Hervey Lindley as 
principals, and discounted by.C. Worth, 
was introduced in evidence, °* 
. Superior Judge Lucien Shaw was re- 
calied to the stand. He was shown the 
Lindley notes and gave it as his opinion 
that the signatures were penned by Dam- 
ron, judging from the familiarity he had 
with the defendant’s handwriting. One of 
the Lindley notes was tlien introduced in 
evidence as collateral proof ot the defend- 
ant’s guilt.

G. A. Hough, an expert in handwriting, 

the next witness called. He swore 
for six years he had made a study of 
handwriting, and had acquired, he thought, 
a scientific knowledge sufficient to warrant 
his detecting spurious from. genuine hand- 
writing. He gave it as his opinion that the 
signature E. T, Wright to the forged note 


was written by the same party who wrote- 


the documents which it had been proven 
were in the handwriting of Damron. 

Dist.-Atty. F. P. Kelly was placed upon 
the stand. He testified as tothe testimony 
Damron gave atthe preliminary examina- 
tion of Lock wood in Justice Austin’s court. 
Mr. Kelly swore that Damron on that oc- 
casion testified that Lockwood had in no 
way derived any benefit trom the proceeds 
of the note. 

An effort to show on cross-examination 
that Damron had sworn at this same exam- 
ination that he had not signed the 
E. T. Wright to the forged note was ruled 


out. 
G. A. Hough was then recalled. He gave 


- some more expert testimony as to hand- 
writings which was very damaging to the |- 
_ defendant, 


Mr. Hough was very closely cross-ex- 
amined and at some considerable length. 
But his testimony was not broken. Mr. 
Hough knows his business, and is a most 
versatile witness. He was finally excused 
to prepare some handwritings and eive his 
opinion for the purpose of determining 
what his knowledge as an expert really 
amounted to, 

W. T. Bosbyshell of the Southern Cali- 
fornia National Bank was next called. He 
testified as to the $75 check, which, he said, 
was cashed upon its second presentation. 
On its first presentation the check was not 
cashed. The reason for this” was 
that’ there. was not enough money 
“at Getcheli’s credit to cover 
the amount the check called for. But 
atthe second presentation there was, and 
the check was therefore cashed.

citizens bas been confiscated on ac-

that Main street, although only paved 
two years, is in a disgraceful condition, 
but is not repaired because some of 
the councilmen are bondsmen for the 
contractor, and would have to pay the 
bill; that the;work of the city offices, 
which costs the city several thousand 
dollars a month, is done by cheap 
deputies, and that there is gross favor- 
itism in the assessment of’ ftoperty. 
These are indeed serious charges, 
and, if true, fully warrant a thor- 
ough Change in the .persunnelof our 
city government.

If you read between the 
lines as the beautiful tact of a King’s 
Daughter will teach you to do, ‘you 
must be guided to do many little things 
that-would brighten the dark way of 
the loneiy and suffering. 

The work of the King’s Daughters is 
so varied, reaching out into a thousand 
different channels, and the lit- 
tle cross we bear is thé open 
sesame giving us entrance. into the 
sacred chambers of human hearts that 
we may by words and deeds help them 
even in the very least.
